The  plans  and 
methods  of  the  leaders  of  that  day,  show 
wisdom  and  foresight,  without  a parallel, 
since  the  days  of  the  apostles.  Careful 
study  shows  nothing  tentative,  temporary 
or  experimental  in  their  work.  They  set  in 
operation  principles  which,  when  carefully 
applied,  meet  the  conditions  today,  as  well 
as  in  their  day.  And,  if,  as  Carlysle  says: 

“To  know  the  new  era,  and  what  it  bids  us  _ . 

do,  is  ever  the  sum  of  knowledge  for  all  Baptists,  for  it 

of  us,”  then  our  Baptist  fathers  knew  the  ■' 

initial  step  that  leads  to  the  “sum  of  knowl- 
<^ge”  and  had  wisdom  enough  to  take  it. 

Then  and  Now. 

When  they  entered  upon  their  great 
work,  the  South  had  not  even  dreamed  of 
the  fabulous  wealth  that  God  had  so  gener- 
ously stored  away  in  mine,  forest  and  field, 
as  our  eyes  even  now  behold.  Her  popu- 
lation waa  not  more  than  7,000,000,  quite 
one-third  of  whom  were  slaves.  Possibly 
there  were  350,000  Baptists  among  them, 
nearly  a third  of  whom  were  negroes.  Since 
then  the  population  has  multiplied  by  about 
four,  while  Baptists  have  increased  more 
than  twelve  times.  Then  one  in  24  waa  a 
Baptist,  now  about  one  in  six.  And  there 
are  still  estimated  to  be  four  times  as  many 
lost  souls  in  the  South  today  as  there  were 
then. 

Oo3d  Woric  Done. 

During  the  first  year  of  its  history,  the 
receipU  of  the  Home  Board  were  $6,200. 

Six^  missionaries  were  employed,  who  or- 
ganized five  churches  and  baptized  76  con- 
verts. This  year,  1907-08,  the  receipU 
were  $365,335.59.  There  were  961  woiii- 
ers  employed,  who  delivered  126,239  ser- 
mons, made  227,474  religious  visiU;  organ- 
ized 1,057  Sunday  Schools;  held  428  Bible 
conferences,  which  were  attended  by  45,416 
persons;  held  13.794  prayer  meetings;  wit- 
nessed 134  volunteers  for  the  ministry  and 
our  mission  work;  distributed  26,837  Bibles 
and  Testaments  and  2,069,563  pages  of 
tracts;  built  and  repaired  338  houses  of 
worship;  helped  support  24  mountain 
schools  with  1.T2  teachers  and  5,117  pupila 
among  whom  were  327  converts,  and  M pre- 
(taring  for  the  ministry;  received  into  the 
churches  18,  015  by  letter,  22,404  by  bap- 
tism, a total  of  40.417,  one-third  as  many  as 
we  have  in  Mississippi.  In  the  63  years  of  iU 
history,  5,6.38  churches  have  been  organized, 
or  mure  than  one-fourth  of  the  number  , in 
the  bounds  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion today,  while  167,981  converts  have  been 
baptiztHl  by  the  missionaries,  and  as  many 
more  by  those  with  whom  the  missionaries

Bad  and  Orowdag  Wans. 

The  rvligiuiu  eondition  of  our  Honlhern 
cities  is  Iwd  and  growing  woras.  Until 
recently  there  were  no  largo  cities  m ths 
but  nuwjvs  havs  thrss— Baltimore, 
Louis  and  New  Orleana  with  a pop*- 
lation  tbal  approximates  2,(MI.UUU,  or  mors 
than  all  other  Bouthern  cities  eombiiMvl. 
And  how  goes  the  fight  there — ars  we  win- 
ning or  losingt  lict  the  flgum  s|>eak 
In  throe  three  eitica  there  are  W Baptist 
rhurches  with  13,800  members.  Hixteea 
of  these  churches  are  so  weak  that  they 
could  not  live  a day,  without  outside  help 
Now,  in  the  last  ten  years,  ths  |Ni|HilatM>a 
of  these  three  ritics  has  itiersased  lUO.iMai 
while,  during  the  same  time  BaptisU  in 
crcasiHl  2.2(NI,  or  177  tim**  leas  than  that 
of  the  citii-s.  Are  BaplisU  going  to  psr- 
Bue  the  same  dilatory  tactics,  in  the  Houth, 
that  have  been  so  disastmus  everywhere 
else,  in  the  large  cities  It  looks  that 
way. 

As  go  the  great  cities,  Sspceially  puliti 
sally  and  religiously,  so  goes  the  world  in 
the  lung  run.  History  has  but  one  voice 
u|Min  the  Bubjeet,  and  that's  a striMig  afllns- 
By  winning  Batne  ths  Caihulies 
hold  sway  today  over  |isApie. 

In  the  titanic  struggle  between  Huguenot 
and  Komanist,  in  Kranes,  early  in  the  his 
tory  of  the  Kefommation,  in  |Hiiot  of  wealth, 
culture,  piety  and  all  that  goes  to  maks  s 
great  people,  the  Huguenots  eaccllsd;  Imt 
the  Catholics  held  I'aria,  from  which  point 
of  vantage  they  overthrew  ami  ex|ieJ|e<l 
Bnitestantism  from  the  empire.  It  is  vver 
thus.  The  historic  church  in  Baltimofe, 
where  Kichanl  Fuller  so  long  glorird  in  the 
mcMMgc  of  the  ('ross,  and  in  which  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  23  years 
ago,  has  pasM-d  into  the  hamis  of  th<<  Calh- 
olics.  and  a Boman  pnest  now  lifts  the  host 
from  Fuller’s  pulpit,  while  an  alien  jiwqde 
bow  in  idolatrous  worship. 

Whether  we  like  it  or  not.  Baptists  have 
not  Ir  en,  and  are-  not  now,  a city  folk 
although  many  thousands  of  us  live  in  rit- 
and  worship  in  as  fine  houses  as  ever 
lifted  spires  heavenward.  While  we  have  had 
great  growth,  in  the  last  2.3  years,  like  all 
other  denominstiuna,  that  have  grown  ami 
made  any  gains  at  all.  it  has  been  in  th<' 
‘jtlaees  and  smaller  towns  and  eiti»w. 
or,  when  in  the  larger  towns  and  ■ ilies.  it 
has  been  at  the  exjiense  of  the  smaller  ones 
and  country  idaees. 

The  census  of  lH!*tl  shows  that  less  than 
5 per  cent  of  oiir  Baptist  |Ms>ple  are  tn  the 
cities  of  over  25.ntW  p<-i»ple.  As  the  ejt 
cies  iner*-ase.  Baptists,  os  welt  os  others,  wbs 
stsml  for  niire  ndigion  deeresee  Fn>a 


!rc  arc  in  our  own 
luaiastic  campaign 
of  our  churches, 
some  of  them  our  largest  and  best,  in  both 
town  aud  country  that. did  nothing  at  all  South 
fur  this  great  cause,  represented  by  the  St 
Hume  Mission  Board.  How  to  enlist  them, 
so  os  they  will  stay  enlisteu,  is  a question 
before  all  our  Boards. 

2.  How  to  take  and  hold  a great  city 
fur  God  is  th«  second  prublen^,  which  has 
never  bi-cn  solved  in  the  history  of  our  holy 
religion.  This  is  not  a new  problem  fur 
; waa  tried  in  I'aul 's  day,  aud 
all  along  since;  but  it  is  a new  one  fur 
Southern  Baptists,  as  we  have  had  no  large 
cities,  until  right  recently.  It  is  a fm-t, 
which  calls  for  tears  and  great  searchinga 
of  heart,  that  Christiauity,  pure  and  unde- 
fildd  religion,  has  given  way  before  the 
massed  millions  of  sin  and  satan,  in  every 
great  city  of  the  world,  where  the  two  have 
come  in  contact. 

A Losing  Fight. 

Ignorant  must  that  man  be,  who  can  not 
see  that  up  to  now,  pure  religion,  like  the 
Saviour  lived  and  the  apostles  taught  and 
God  commanded  should  be  taught  to  every  •t've 
creature,  has  fought  losing  fight  in  all 
the  great  cities. 

The  late  Dean  Hurlbert  of  the  University 
of  Chicago,  who  studied  and  taught  mis- 
sions all  his  life,  on  the  fields  and  in  the 
books,  and  especially  in  ajl  the  great  cities 
of  Kurope  aud  America,  speaking  upon  the 
subject,  finds  the  cause  of  the  failure  to 
take  and  hold  the  cities  for  Christ, 
in  the  methods  used.  He  sums  up 
the  Baptist  method  this  way:  Observe 
the  stereotyped  Baptist  way  of  taking  a 
great  city  for  Christ.  An  individual  be- 
comes interested  in  the  Jews,  hires  a hall, 
and  sets  a converted  Isrseitte  to  lead  the 
venture.  A band  of  the  faithful  ones  fit 
up  an  old  store,  and  start  a Sunday  School, 
in  a neglected  neighborhood.  A church 
in  a generous  or  niggardly  way.  sustains  a 
misMon  or  two  in  the  sliims.  but  not  on  the 
boiilevanls  and  avenues.  A city  mission 
society  joins  in.  pays  in  part  the  salary  of 
a pastor  here  and  there.  The  State  and 
Home  Boards  hear  of  it  by  this  time,  a Sec- 
retary makes  a flying  trip  to  the  scene  of 
activities,  promises  to  help  build  a chapel  county  ji 
and  support  feebly  a feeble  pastor.  Oe- 
easionally,  a ehurch  is  developed  that  moves 
out  to  the  resident  portion  of  the  city  as 
soon  as  it  can;  but  usually  the  work  lan- 
guishes ami  dies.  Often  some  prominent 
ehurch  refuses  to  eo-operate;  oftener  still 
some  prominent  pastor  throws  cold  water 
on  the  whole  thing  by  urging  some

They  can  never  plan  a great  cam- 
fiaign  like  that  neinled  to  take  a modern 
city  for  (lo<l.  Our  Home  Board, has  now 
the  battle  planned,  and  only  awaits  sup- 
plies— money  and  men,  "ITie  money  in 
hand,  the  men  would  be  forthcoming.  To 
send  her  out  une«;uipped,  as  heretofore, 
would  be  like  ^he  folly  of  trying  to  take 
Gibraltar  with  bow  and  arrow.  Give  her 
a round  million  dollars;  and  you  will  hear 
eannonading  that  will  make  the  gates  of 
hell  tremble.  Not  to  do  it  is  to  deny  feet 
to  things  that  muat  run,  fins  to  things  that 
must  swim  against  the  tide  and  win\;a  to 
things  that  must  fiy  against  the  winds.

It  is  with  a sense  of  duty  that  I write 
about  the  present  condition  of  the  Scranton 
Baptist  (Jhurch ; where  two  years  ago  a fac- 
tion had  very  nearly  destroycil  the  organi- 
zation, and  its  fiastor  of  five  years  hatl  de- 
parted with  a deep  sense  of  the  lack  of  syra- 
I>athy,  at  least,  as  he  expressed,  that  his 
labor  and  talents  and  consecration  jutifled; 
E.  Hall  there  was  no  regular  preaching, 
when  the  writer  though  filling  a secular  po- 
sition that  precluded  all  pastoral  work,  sup- 
pi  ieil  the  pulpit  until  the  acceptance  by  Rev. 
C.  L.  Wilson  on  the  unanimous  call  of  the 
church  to  the  .pastorate  which  began  July 
Ist,  1907,  since  whieb  time  there  has  been 
added  to  the  church  by  baptism  about  forty 
members,  and  others  by  letter  to  make  the 
gains  total  sixty-five,  or  more  than  the  for- 
mer total  membership.  ’The  pastorate  of 
our  Brother  Wilson  has  been  marked  by 
deep  consecration,  earnest  and  continuous 
and  wise  pastoral  labors  and  sermons  rich 
in  their  spirituality,  and  fervent  with  the 
sincere  enthusiasm  of  a man  whose  whole 
evident  purpose  has  been,  and  is,  to  exalt 
Jesus  Christ  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  his 
hearera  backed  by  a life  that  has  been  of 
greater,  force  in  its  influence  than  ia  pos- 
sible for  words  only  to  effect.  Now  that 
our  pastor  has.  because  of  weariness  through 
k his  efforts,  departed  for  a brief  vacation  of 
rest,  I am  sure  that  I but  voice  the  senti- 
ment of  the  entire  church  and  congregation, 
in  these  words  of  appreciation. 


The  church  is  able  now  to  raise  more  than 
two  and  a half  times  as  much  for  pastor’s 
salary  as  ever  before,  and  if  the  State  Con- 
vention will  assist  as  much  lor  another  year 
as  they  did  last  year  it  ia  a practical  cer- 
tainty that  the  church  will  have,  ere  another 
year  immm-s,  a giHsI  |>astoriiim,  and  hence- 
forth Ih>  able  to  sustain  ita  aervicca  itide- 
|tendently  of  State  akl,  and  maintain  the  |h«- 
sition  that  it  now  oc<*upii's.  that  of  leading 
influence  among  the  Evangelical  Churchca 
of  this  town,  whisic  natural  advantages  as- 
sure it  in  the  near  future  the  (Mmition  of  me- 
tropolis of  the  Mississippi  Coast. 

’The  church  is  now  of  one  mind  and  heart, 
with  the  larg<^st  prayer  metHinga  in  the  en- 
tire {Mirt,  deep  love  fur  the  pastor  and  hia- 
. estimable  wife,  a true  helpmeet  ill  the  Mas- 
ter’s work ; and  an  excectlingly  bright  out- 
liHik  for  the  future;  we  as  a church,  feel  that 
it  is  almost  imperative  for  our  future  suc- 
cess that  we  receive  one  more  year’s  as- 
sistance; aa,  to  mtHq  the  current  expenses, 
it  is  uiH-esaaiy  that  the  ni<  mbership  raiie* 
net  lesa  than,  ten  dollan  (•er  mcmlier,  and 
it  would  lie  very  difficult  to  flml  another 
church  in  the  State  without  a single  mem- 
lier  that  ia  “well  to  do’’  in  this  world’s 
giMMls,  and  with  s large  proportion  of  quite 
poor  people  that  would  do  so  well. 

The  congregations  tax  the  capacity  of  the 
house  nearly  every  lainl’s  Day,  at  least  at 
one  of  the  servieea  and  such  is  the  reputa- 
tion of  the  church  as  a mural  and  spiritual 
|Miwer  in  the  community  that  It  is  doubtful 
if  the  time  ever  was  so  opportune  for  ag- 
gressive work  for  Christ  on  its  part  as  now. 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  sueecaaful 
evangelistic  work  in  thia.  the  moat  cosmo- 
politan town  in  the  State,  are  doubtless 
more  Uian  in  any  other  place,  and  all  the 
victory  of  the  recent  jiast  is  a testimonial 
of  the  efficacy  of  consecrated  effort  by  God’s 
people  wholly  trusting  in  the  guidance  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  led  in  their  work  by  a Spir- 
it-filled jiastor;  who.  with  the  church,  would 
accord  all  the  glory  to  the  triune  Gmiheail.

If  his  object  in  baptism  wa*  to  act  an  ex- 
ample for  his  people,  is  it  not  stranire  that 
he  came  so  late  to  be  baptized — “when  all 
the  people  were  baptized.”  (Luke  3:21)t 
He  would  seen  rather  to  have  followed  ex- 
ample, if  example  was  connected  with  his 
baptism;  and  if  his  baptism  was,  in  a meas- 
ure, private  (Edersheim),  he  seem.'d  not  to 
have  chowti  the  best  time  to  produee  the 
irreatest  effect.  But  the  Scriptures  do  not 
teach  that  his  baptism  was  for  example. 

5.  ”To  manifest  himself  to  John  as  the 
(Tirist.”  But  .John  seems  to  have  recojr- 
nized  him  before  his  baptism,  for  he  said, 
“I  have  need  to  be  baptized  of  thee,  and 
comest  thou  to  met”  Tis  tnie  John  said 
on  another  occasion:  “That  he  should  be 
made  manifest  to  Israel  for  this  cause,  came 
I baptizinft  in  water.”  But  does  that 
neeeasarily  mean  that  (Tirist  should,  be  bap- 
tized t I think  not. 

6.  “To  maintain  the  solidarity  of  the 
race,”  that  is,  to  show  his  oneness  in  na- 
ture, with  mankind.  But  the  tnith  is.  ho 
was  not  one  with  the  race  in  the  sense  that 
John  or  James  was.  Christ  differed,  e«- 
sentially,  in  his  nature  from  other  men 
There  was  an  apartness  in  his  eharactee 
from  the  rest  of  mankind . Moic*  ver, 
baptism  is  not  a mark  of  solidarity  of  llie 
race,  because  it  was  not  for  all  »'ien.  but 
for  bebf  vers  only,  and  r’hr'd  did  n- 1 l>e- 
lonK  to  that  class. 

7.  “To  be  inducted  into  his  priestly 
office.”  There  are  several  objections  to 
this  reason:  (1)  John  was  not  indiietinfr 
priests  into  office  by  his  baptism.  If  that 
were  true,  he  mnst  have  flooded  the  conrtry 
with  priesta  and  there  must  have  been  a 
(food  many  priesteses  amonfr  them.  (2) 
Christ  did  not  belong  to  the  priestly  family 
of  lievi,  but  to  Jndah,  ot  wliich  family 
nothing  was  said  “coneemintr  priests.”  (3) 
Christ  was  made  a priest  “not  after  the  law 
of  a flleshly  commandment,  out  after  the 
power  of  an  endless  life.  ” 

(4)  (Tirist  was  alwa.vs  a priest,  “for  it  is 
tertifled  of  him  thon  art  a priest  forever 
after  the  order  of  >relchize<lek.  ” Not 
one  of  all  these  reasons  seems  to  me  to  ad- 
equately account  for  Christ’s  baptism.  Why 
than,  was  he  baptized,  or  what  import  was 
there  in  his  baptism  t I think  we  may  find 
the  key  to  the  solution  in  words  of  John 
to  “two  of  his  disciples.”  namely;  Be- 
hold the  Lamb  of  Ood  that  taketh  away 
(beareth)  the  sin  of  the  world.”  Christ 
was  the  sin- bearer.  In  baptism,  two 
thintts  are  symbolized,  a confession,  and  a 
promise:  a confession  of  sins,  (Matt.  3:6\ 
and  a promise  of  a better  life,  (Rom.  6:41. 
Every  baptized  person  stands  committed  to 
this.  Christ  was  perfect  in  moral  character, 
and  for  this  reason  could  neither  confess 
sins,  nor  promise  a beter  life.  Personally, 
he  was  not  a proper  subject  for  baptism. 
.Tokn  recognized  this,  and  It  perplexed  him 
when  Christ  soujrht  baptism  at  his  hands. 
But  Christ  came  into  the  world  to  assume 
tha  place  of  sinners,  and  to  be  treated  aa

a sinner  for  their  sakes  When  it  k said 
that  he  is  a ainbearer.  it  u not  his  own  sin 
that  he  hears,  for  he  has  none,  but  the  sins 
of  those  for  whom  he  stands  Isaiah  will 
help  us  to  understand  this  wh.-n  he  saj-s: 
“All  we  like  sheep  have  tnuie  astray. . . .and 
the  Ijord  hath  laid  on  him  the  iniquity  of 
us  all.”  (Isa.  53:6).  Now  the  prophet 
do.*s  not  say  the  Ixinl  “hath  laid”  our 
“chastisement”  on  him  he  has  said  that 
in  the  precedini;  vmw  but  our  iniquit.v 
is  laid  on  him.  and  iniquity  means  wronit- 
doinir  Paul  makiw  this  dm-trine  of  siilwtitu- 
tion.  if  possible,  yet  stmii?cr  and  clearer 
when  he  sa.vs:  “Him,  (CTiristL  who  knew 
no  sin,  he,  (Oodl,  made  to  be  sin  on  our 
liehalf,  that  we  miirht  b**come  the  riuhteons- 
ness  of  flixl  in  him.  (2  Cor.  n;21'>.  Here. 
Christ  is  treated  aa  a sinner,  that  the  sinner 
maj*  be  treated  aa  riirhleons  -the  sinner 
that  believe*  in  him*  The  death  of  Christ 
is  inexplicable  on  any  other  vroiind  of  rea- 
aoninjr  than  that  he  came  in  touch  with  sin. 
for  apart  from  sin  there  can.e  no  death. 

Whatever  (Tiriat  did — in  life  or  death  -he 
did  for  his  people.  Whfti  he  told  the  dis- 
ciples that  Lazarus  itsa  dead,  he  said:  “and 
I am  triad  for  your  sakes  that  I was  not 
there,  to  the  intent  ye  may  believe.”  And 
their  faith  in  him  waa  confirmed,  when  they 
saw  him  raiae  T^azarua  from  tne  dead.  <>f 
the  voice  in  the  moment  of  tranaflguration 
he  aaid:  “This  voice  hath  not  come  for 
my  sake,  hut  for  your  aakes.^’  So  too,  in  ' 
reirard  to  hia  death  he  aaid:  “I  lay  down 
my  life  for  the  sheep.  ” ’There  is  a subtle 
relation  between  his  death  and  his  baptism 
in  more  ways  than  one.  Aa  it  was  impos- 
sible for  Christ  to  die  of  necessity  from  his 
own  moral  limitations,  ao  waa  it  also  impos- 
sible, in  his  moral  purity  to  meet  for  himaelf 
the  requirements  of  baptism.  But  if  Christ  ' 
could  assume  the  sins  of  otbxra  and  die  for 
them,  why  could  not  he  conleas  their  ainst  • 
This  T believe  to  he  the  meaning  of  hia  bap- 
tism: that  he  confessed  the  sms  of  others, 
those  for  whom  he  stood,  and  pledged  for 
them,  and  pledged  them  to  a better  life. 
'Thus  was  he  baptized  on  the  same  (fronnd 
that  others  were  baptized  on,  and  preserv- 
ed the  unity  and  teachinir  of  baptism. 
Inferences. 

1 . If  Chriat  made  this  ple'due  of  a sinless 
life_for  his  people,  it  shall  be  realized  in 
them. 

2.  This  realization  does  not  depend  up- 
on the  virtue  of  the  believer,  but  upon  the 
tndh  of  Christ  who  made  the  pledfe  .

n a ^neral  way  this  passage  has  iiiciti'd 
more  interest  in  my  mind  than  almost  any 

It  « ineonceiv- 
that  an  act  so  prominent  in  the  life  of 
t hrist  as  his  baptism  should  not  represent 
some  important  teaching.  What  connec- 
tion then  has  It  in  hi*  life,  or  what  truth  is 
symbolized  by  it!  Why  was  Christ  bap- 
tized T This  IS  a natural  question  to  ask 
It  comes  unbidden  from  the  man  who  seeks 
o know  the  meaning  of  CTirhrt’a  inimitable 
life.  Ti?t  na  seek  to  find  an  answer  to  the 
qiimtion  that  will  commend  itself  to  our 
judgment. 

The  baptism  of  John  was  a baptism  of  re- 
lientMce  and  those  whom  he  baptized  eon- 
ressed  sin*.  CTirist  waa  sinless.  How, 
men.  could  he  submit  to  the  ntel  Or  did’ 
nis  baptism  have  a different  signification 
rmm  that  of  the  others!  Was  he  baptia- 
for  a purpose  different  from  that  for 
which  .lohn  and  Peter  were  baptized!  Those 
who  hold  to  this  belief  rest  It  on  the  follow- 
ing reasons:  Christ  waa  naptized.

his  loiigiiigM  in'ing  con.<tei)uently 
s»‘arch<Kl  and  a great  nilmbpr  of 
copies  Iwiiig  found,  fh)y  were 
Hi'ize)!.  The  rwi  ink  with  which 
they  wept  einltcIliKhcd  was  siii>- 
IMiKiti  to  he  his  hloiMl.  and  it  was 
Herionsly  adjndgeil  that  he  was  in 
league  with  the  devil,  and  it  is 
pPKiimed  that  if  ho  had  not  fle<i. 
he  would  have  shared  the  fate  of 
those  whom  the  superstitious 
judge  in  those  days  condemned 
for  witchcraft. — .Jewish  .Messen* 
ger. 

Are  Boyi  Naturally  Good? 

Is  it  coming  to  this — that  Sun 
day  School  enthusiasts  deny  the 
natural  sinfulness  of  ohiidp*n, 
and  holil  that  all  they  need  is  a 
ppipi'r  and  practicable  training 
to  make  them  all  they  ought  ti 
lie,  in  the  sight  ot  men  and  of 
Gtwlt  An  article  in  the  Journal 
and  Messenger  of  May  14,  by 
Rev.  F.  M.  Hiickleberrj*.  called 
in  question  a declaration  t>«t  forth 
by  a Sunday  School  periodii**!  tJ 
the  effect  that  the  Sunday  School 
teacher  may  proceed  on  the  as- 
sumption that  the  child  is  nat- 
urally spiritual,  m^eding  only  o<l- 
ueation  and  can*  to  make  it  what 
it  ought  to  lie;  that  hidden  away 
somewhat  in  every  child's  life  is 
“a  spiritual  capacity”  which  ii 
is  needful  only  to  develop  “in  or- 
ilcr  to  make  it”  au  active  force 
in  the  world.  And  here  is  Tlte 
Sunday  ScIhmiI  Timi-s.  H;iying; 

Boys  are  not  the  cause  of  “the 
boy  problem;”  g.own  folks  an'. 
Where  the  grown  folks  are  do- 
ing their  full  duty  there  is  no 
“boy  pnibli'in,”  though  there  be 
plenty  of  boys.  Lilbiim  Merrill 
gtK<««  to  the  heart  of  the  thing  in 
his  fascinating  book  on  |‘Wiii- 
ning  the  Boy,”  when  he  says; 
‘‘Onlinarily  the  boy  is  all  rii^t. 
I cannot  say  as  much  for  the  hig 
folk.  If  I could,  there  would 
he  no  boy  problem.  The  trou- 
ble is  with  the  adult.  Boys  are 
as  giKsl  as  the  homes  they  come 
from,  which  is  not  saying  that 
all  boys  arc  as  good  as  their  moth- 
ers. Sometimes  fathers  are  not 
a credit  to  theif  sons.”  Children 
— even  boys — are  fresh  from  the 
haml  of  God,  and  have  to  learn 
to  do  wrong  and  to  go  wrong. 
Adults^ help  them  in  this  too 
niurh.  Our  niisumlerstanding.

the  boy  problem  and  the  “bad 
l*oy.  ’ j>et  ua  try  to  be  more 
of  a crolit  to  the  younger  gener- 
ation. 

We  readily  admit  that  there  ia 
a gr<‘at  difference  in  boys;  that 
then'  arc  Imys  naturally  devout; 
Home  who  seem  to  have  been  con- 
M-rted  in  early  chililhood,  and  al- 
ways conduct  themselves  “as 
becometh  saints.”  But  we  con- 
t)  nd  that  the  number  of  such  is 
very  Kiiiall,  and  that  it  is  utterly 
contrary  to  tnith  to  say  that  all 
Im»js  can  be  made  religioua,  or 
ChriHtians,  simply  by  training. 
Tliat  there  is  ” a boy  problem” 
is  attisUHl  by  the  exi>erience  of 
|•ver>•  thoi-f'htful  parent,  aa  well 
as  by  the  vast  majority  of  teaeh- 
ers,  whether  in  the  Sabbath 
School  or  in  the  public  school. 
That  the  fault  is  not  of  Uie  par- 
>nt.s  and  parental  training  is 
provi‘u  by  the  diversity  frequent- 
ly witnesjM'd  in  the  same  family- 
two  hoys,  bom  of  the  same  par- 
ents, perhaps  twins,  under  the 
Hjime  punmtal  tp*atment,  receiv- 
ing the  same  school  training,  and 
yet  differing  from  each  other  in 
ti-mpcrament  and  in  spirit,  and 
taking  diverse  courses  in  subae- 
t|ueiit  life.  The  cases  are  too 
many  to  make  it  needful  to  cite 
thefn . 

.\iul  in  any  case,  the  thoughtful 
and  observant  parent,  or  Sunday 
School  teacher,  finds  that  the  one 
thing,  aliove  all  others,  needed  by 
a Iwiy  is  a “new  heart.”  a birth 
from  above,  a regenerated  *oul. 
On  tliis  principle  all  faithful  Sun- 
clay  school  work  proceeds.  It 
is  not  simply  to  cultivate  the^ 
good  in  the  child,  important  aa^ 
that  may  he,  bnt  it  ia  to  bring 
the  child  to  an  exercise  of  faith  j 
ill  Christ,  and  an  entrance  intOj 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  by  thCj 
narrow  gate.  One  of  the  roo*t 
painful  things  experienced  by 
the  roii8)-ieutiou8  teacher  is  the 
failure  of  the  nvost  faithful  teach- 
ing; the  departure  of  all  who  do 
not  become  Christians  in  youth 
from  the  path  of  virtue  i(nd  truth 
into  ways  of  sin  and  death.  It^ 
has  come  to  pass  that  those  who^ 
do  not  become  Christiana  under, 
the  influence  of  the  Sunday 
School  are  rarely  reached  after- 
ward. The  boy,  or  girl,  who  can 
run  the  gauntlet  of  the  modem 
Siinilay  School,  and  not  be  won  to 
Christ,  has  poor  prosjiect  there- 
after.
